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Prevent the Waste of Food. 


An Hem appearing in the news columns of Hits paper a few 


divs am iouc cd upon a subject that deserves more than loca 
aUenS 
It referred to Hie fact that this has been a good 


se7sdt 
or vegetables and fruits in this region, and that as a 


esuU people have been heard to say that after securing enough 
for Uieir own use they are prepared to let the rest go to waste. 
It is to be presumed that such talk comes from persons having 
relatively small quantities and who.fcel that what they do not 
need'is hardly worth bothering gwill). 


in the past there has been great waste of certain crops, par- 


ticularly apples, practically every year when he crop was 
large.' Thousands of bushels have been allowed o rot on the 
ihnmd, while thousands of families in the big cities have had 
lo go without because they were not able to buy at the prices 


"i demanded in the markets. And the same has been more or 
•less true of other fruits, although the waste in the apple or- 
chards has been the most conspicuous. This waste will prob- 
ably not be so pronounced this year, owing lo Hie high price 
of cider'which prohibition has suddenly elevated to a promi- 
nent position in the list of marketable farm commodities, yet 
the waste of fruits and vegetables will undoubtedly be large in 
the aggregate. Already there have been published reports of 
the plowing under of tomatoes in.districts where they arc 
grown on a large scale because the prices would not pay for 
harvesting them and sending them to market. 


Such waste is inexcusable at any time, and it would be little 


less than criminal at a time when Hie demand for food.stuffs of 
way'to prevent it, but just how this is to be done is a question. 


It would seem that town, cily and state authorities might be 


empowered to lake (he necessary action in cases where vege- 
tables and fruits are found going to waste on any extended 
scale, though if this were to be done care would be necessary, 
to prevent what miglit.be termed "saving at a loss." That is, 
it would not do to spend a dollar an da half for a dollar's worth 
of produce, but in cases where the saving would be worth the 
cost nothing should be allowed lo rot on or in Ihe ground. 


This paper does not attempt to outline a program by which 


this work could be done, but il seems as if there must be peo- 
ple capable of devising plans that would be practical, and the 
working out of which would be of large value. H would be 
worth much to poor people in the cities if Ihe products that go 
to,waste every year could be placed at their disposal al low 
prices, and certainly home institutions, such as this paper re- 
ferred to in the notice mentioned, should be generously pro- 
vided for before anything eatable in the fields, orchards or 
gardens goes lo waste, 


This subject may seem lame to those who have given it no 


thought, but it is well worthy of attention. The people of the 
country have been exhorted to practice thrift, and here is one 
effectual way to do it. 
II should be forthwith resolved that a] 


such a time as this not a pound of anything fit lo cat should 
go lo waste. 
Attention to (his subject would yield better 


.returns than many of the fads and isms lo which-many well- 
meaning people are devoting such a large part of their thoughts 
and energies.
